According to a bulletin recently issued by the Saskatchewan Department 
ef Agriculture, weeds will cost the farmers of the Province more than thirty 
million dollars this year, in the decreased yield due to weeds, in the increas- 
ed cost of harvesting and thréshing their grain, In dockage and freight on 
weeds shipped with the grain to Fort William or Vancouver. . 


This year when comitions have been so favorable for the growth of grain, 
they have been equally favorable for the growth of weeds, and sections of Sas- 
katchewan have many square miles of crops grown on some of the richest soil 
in the Province which have been so yellow with mustard that hardly a blade 
of wheat could be seen. Wild oats have been worse than ever this year, sow 
thistle is steadily widening the area where it fs a thorn in the side of the 
farmer, and stink weed is flourishing like the proverbial green bay tree. 

I! to a thirty million dollar loss for Saskatchewan alone, the losses for 
Mani oba and Alberta are added, the total loss for the three Prairie Provinces 
Will be beiween fifty and sixty million at least, easily constituting the heaviest 
charge levied on Western agriculture Hail losses have been heavier than 
usual this year, but they do not begin to approach the losses sustained by 
furmers through weeds. 

For a quarter of a century or more Western farmers have been waging a 
battle for lower freight rates. They have won notable victories in this re 
Rard, not the least of which was the obtaining in the firsc instance of the

pleasure as a real relief to the agricultural producer. The practical wiping

and the country at large. Many farmers who are enthusiastic, and organize 
and Hight for those things which they ean only obtain in co-oneratign with the 
olher Provinces of Canada, vet display the most astounding apathy in dealing 
wi lea problem which is all their own, and the solution of which rests solely 
with themselves, working in co-operation with their next door neighbors.

tion and guidance for farmers in dealing with thetr weed, problem. It Is | 


written in clearly understandable, non-technical language. and every Saskat- 
chewan farmer who has a weed problem on his hands ‘should send to the | 


Department of Agriculture; Regina, for a copy of this Bulletin, while farmers | 


in Manitoba and Alberta should likewlse communicate with their Provincial 
Departments of Agriculture for similar lilérature. 


The Saskatchewan Palietin states that the greatest source of the weed 


trouble is found in dirty seed, and it has been proven that quite a large num- 
ber of farmers who cultivate their soll carefully te destroy weed seeds already 
existing in the ground, are actually returning the same plant criminals to the 
soil through weed seeds contained in their seed grain, thus rendering all their 
toil and labor for naught, perpetuating the problem, dand keeping up the Joss. 

Co-opsration amongst .Western farmers is accomplishing great things 
for them and for Canada, and co-operation is capable to achieving even great- 
ev things in the years to come. Possibly in no one Way can more be accom. 
p'ished than by each individual farmer enlisting in the war on weeds, and

The financial statement of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway issued at 


Montreal for the seven months of 
1926 ending tuly 81st, shows the 
large increase in the net profits of 
$6,691,301.52 over the net profits for 
the first seven months of 1925. The 
gross earnings were $101,826,207.11, 
as compared with $90,343,867.75 for 
the first seven months of 1925. 


Unofficial estimates prepared by 
the authorities of the Department 
of Commerce, Washington, estimated 
that Americans visiting Canada 
this year would spend approximately 
$190,000,000. This estimate was in- 
timated to be very conservative and 
that it was more than likely that 
the amount would exceed the $200,- 
000,000 mark. 

Announcement was made recently 
over the signature of E. N. Todd, 
freight traffic manager, Canadian 
Pacific Railway, of the appointment 
of D. A. Wanklyn as Industrial Com- 
missioner of the Railway, with offi- 
ces in Montreal. Mr. Wanklyn 
replaces Graham W. Curtis, who 
has resigned, to fill the position of 


general manager for Montreal Rail 
and Water Terminals, Limited.
